Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claim 
combination wherein a molten carbon fuel cell comprises a positive and negative 
reservoir component wherein said reservoirs consists of one or more porous layers and 
wherein both the reservoirs are in used exposed exclusively to fuel gas environment 
and are inaccessible to the oxidant gases, is allowable over the prior art. 

Johnsen et al. (US 2004/0121200) disclose a molten carbonate fuel cell stack 
([0018]) comprising a plurality of cells ([0005]) separated by an electronically conductive 
material which is impervious to gas ([0005]), a positive (10) and negative (20) reservoirs 
consisting of one or more porous layers (12, 82 & 22) (Fig 2). However, Johnsen 
discloses said positive and negative reservoirs are exposed to both the fuel gas and 
oxidant gas environments ([0041], [0051]), and does not disclose both the reservoirs 
and all the porous layers inaccessible to the oxidant gases. 

Kunz et al. (US 4,761 ,348) disclose a molten carbonate fuel cell stack (10) 
comprising a plurality of cells (12), a positive (27) and negative (25, 41, 45) reservoir 
component consisting of one or more porous layers (C4/L63-66). However Kunz 
discloses said positive and negative reservoirs are exposed to both the fuel gas and 
oxidant gas environments (C2/L41-60), and does not disclose both reservoirs and all 
the porous layers inaccessible to the oxidant gases. 

Mitsuda et al. (US 5,019,464) disclose a molten carbon fuel cell (20) comprising 
a plurality of cells (1 ) (abstract), a positive (16) and negative reservoir (15) consisting of 
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one or more porous layers (C4/L55-62). However, Mitsuda discloses said positive and 
negative reservoirs are both exposed to both the fuel gas and oxidant gas environments 
(C4/L62-C5/L1 ), and does not disclose both reservoirs and all the porous layers 
inaccessible to the oxidant gases. 

Hoffmann (CA 2410005) discloses a molten carbonate fuel cell (10) (P1/L7-10) 
comprising a plurality of cells (12), a positive (11) and negative (11a) reservoir 
component consisting of one or more porous layers (P9/L7-9, P1 1 /L1 1-14) for releasing 
and absorbing excess electrolyte. However, Hoffmann does not disclose that either the 
positive or negative reservoir or exposed to either the fuel gas or oxidant gas, and does 
not does not disclose both reservoirs and all the porous layers inaccessible to the 
oxidant gases. 

Additionally, none of the references as mentioned above teach or suggest 
exposing the positive and negative reservoirs only to the fuel gas environments is an 
obvious variant.
